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Parish Council Notes 


The monthly mecting of the Parish 
Council was held on Thursday 21st April 
at 7.30 pm in The Old Farmhouse. 
Parish Special Constable. 

There was discussion as to whether the Parish 
Special Constable scheme should be set up in Bar 
Hill, following the success of the scheme in 
Bottisham. It was agreed that this matter would be 
deferred to the next meeting, when Councillors 
had had time to think about it further. 
Friendship Link - Slovenia 

The co-ordinator of this organization attended 
the meeting and the councillors were asked 
whether they would agree to a link being formed 
between Bar Hill and Medvode in Slovenia. After 
some discussion, this was agreed by the meeting 
and the Clerk will write a letter of confirmation 
which can be taken to Slovenia when the co- 
ordinator visits there again at the end of May. 
Youth Facilities 

The Clerk was asked to ascertain why P. Smith 
still had not heard from the church regarding hire 
of the Octagon on Friday evenings for youth 
activities. Other activities for youth had been 
arranged in the Village Hall; the dates of these are 
not known at present. Further meetings were 
being arranged with the young people to continue 
the football play area/shelter project. 

Village Green Drainage Problem 

Two drainage consultants were looking at this 
problem and their reports were awaited. 
Roller for cricket and football clubs 

The Parish Council were asked whether they 
would make a donation towards a second hand 
roller. Councillors agreed to donate £100 towards 
this. 

PC Morris - resumption of monthly surgeries. 

PC Morris explained that he had difficulty 
guaranteeing that he would be available to hold a 
"surgery" at the Farmhouse on the same day each 
month. Residents are therefore advised to check 
with the Clerk to ascertain when the next "surgery 
will be held. 

Obscene note from one of the Industrial units in 
the village. 

In reply to a letter distributed to all industrial 
unit occupiers in the village advising them of the 
Annual "Spring Clean" on 23rd April, the Clerk 








had received an obscene reply - the censored 
version of which appears on the Parish Council 
notice-board. All units in Viking and Trafalgar 
Way will be receiving a letter from the Parish 
Council together with a copy of the note, in an 
attempt to find out who sent it. The police have 
been informed on this matter. 
Remaining wall at front of village 

As this has been the subject of vandalism, the 
Councillors agreed it should be removed and 
replaced with a hedge. This is the low area of wall 
from the stile going left in the direction of Acorn 
Avenue, 
Dog Fouling in Bar Hill 

Now that the grass cutting contractor is back in 
the village, he has brought to the Council's atten- 
tion the fact that certain grassed areas have be- 
come "dog toilets". In these areas and where there 
may be a health hazard to the workmen, the 
contractor will not be cutting the grass until the 
areas improve. Please clean up after your dog. On 
this particular aspect the Parish Council would 
remind people not to dispose of their dog's excre- 
ment in the litter bins - they are not dog bins.

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Bar Hill Nature Reserve 


Firstly, I would like to thank 
Dave and Freda Skelson for the 
water lilies from their pond, the 
lady at the Fairway for the frog- 
’ spawn from hers...and anyone else I might have 
forgotten to mention. 
. You cannot have failed to notice the amount of 
rain recently, which has turned the nature reserve 
into a lake. It has’n't done much good for the frog 
spawn there, but it brings back memories of the 
old water meadows which used to abound in this 
country. 
The meadows would be flooded intentionally 
each winter, allowing the water to stay there fora 
good while. The nutrients in the water would settle 
into the ground and the water would then be 
allowed to flow away again, leaving behind all the 
goodness to enrich the soil for the coming year and 
provide good grazing for the cattle. Sadly, they’re 
becoming a relic of the past because farmers are 
ploughing them up. 
I took my cat to the vet recently for a flu jab. On 
giving him the once over, the vet said he’d got a 
lump on his leg. On closer inspection, it turned out 
to be an air pistol pellet. It would appear that a 
person or persons unknown in the Pheasant Rise 
area (he never goes any further than that) has shot 
him. It does’n't appear to be causing him any 
problems, so the vet will leave it where it is. 
The Blue and Great Tits are fussing around the 
nest-boxes now. Occasionally you might hear a 
loud tapping noise at the boxes; it usually turns out 
to be a Great Tit trying to enlarge the entrance. I 
have watched the boxes at the reserve this 
appears to be part of the courtship behaviour 


and 
because the boxes 1 know’ that were used by 
Great Tits last year will still be pecked again this 
year. 

Look for the yellow flowers of the Lesser Celand- 
ine in ditches and shady places. Some of the 
Coltsfoot is now letting its seed be windblown, and 
everywhere in the countryside is now taking on a 
green hue. I wish someone would tell the weather 
that summer will soon be upon us. I'm told that the 
underground wells are all full and there’s nowhere 
else for the water to drain, so it lies on the surface 
as you can see everywhere.
